Monday, June 8th, 1918. 


The regular meeting of the Executive Committee of 
the Negro Welfare League of New Jersey was held on the 
above date at. 13 Central Avenue. Those present were:- 
Dr. W.H, Vail, Rev. R.D.Brown, Miss Z.Oty Stratton, Mr. 
Van Buren Powell, Mr. A.W.MacDougall, Miss Pendleton, 
ur. Ashby and Dr. Davis W. Lusk,in the chair. 


The minutes of the last meeting were read and 
confirmed. The treasurer did not bring in a report. 


Mr. Ashby read his report for June which was accepted 
and ordered filed with the minutes. In discussing this 
report and the question of placing men and women in em- 
ployment, Mr. Ashby explained that his whole object is to 
bring about a different relation between the employer and 
employee. He therefore, thinks that nis efforts in this 
direction are a legitimate part of his work even though 
the Municipal Employment Bureau is supposed to be doing 
the same thing. In spite of the Department's promises 
to Mr. MacDougall, so far no effort has been made to bring 
the new colored worker who has been placed there in touch 
with us (new colored worker there appointed under the State 
Migrant and Welfare Bureau). 


Under old business Mr. Ashby reported that some 
progress has-been. made in getting money towards the pur- 
chase of a house. Mr. Dusenberry has been asked to be the 
Treasurer of the Building Fund and probably has about $25. 
lr. Ashby has $50 to turn in. $100 was pledged at a meeting ~ 
held at the League rooms on Monday June 17th, This is not 
in hand yet.” p
